Growers Won’t Gain By Voting 
“No” on April 28, Group Warns 


CANNEL CITY COAL

Vaccination or first and second 
giadt-ta against polio is expected 
to be carried out in Morgan 
county as scheduled if the coun¬ 
ty's supply of the new Salk vac¬ 
cine is received on time, 

The local health department 
has scheduled the first shot for 
next Monday, April 25 at clinics 
at West Liberty and Ezel. 

Some counties have had to de¬ 
lay their cliincs because the vac¬ 
cine could not be delivered as 
soon as was first expected. 

Morgan’s supply of vaccine is 
to come from Indianapolis, Ind 
Local health department per¬ 
sonnel are attending a meeting of 
the Public Health Association in 
Louisville this week and it is 
expected they will receive Mor¬ 
gan's supply of vaccine there 
when it is flown in from Indian¬ 
apolis Monday. If they receive 
the vaccine, clinics will be set 
up as scheduled next Monday. 

School buses will be run to 
bring first and second graders to 
the two clinics However, only 
children of the first -two grades 
whose parents have requested 
the vaccine will receive the shots. 
Applications for the vaccine were 
tent to parents through the 
schools a few weeks ago. 

Dr Ralph Gullett will be in 
charge of the clinic at West Lib¬ 
erty and Dr. H B Murray will 
be in charge at E/el. Health de¬ 
partment personnel and volun¬ 
teers will assist.

Any acreage 
grown in excess of the redeterm¬ 
ined 1955 farm allotment will not 
be considered in establ'shing the 
allotment for any future year, 
regardless of the outcome of the 
referendum on April 28,” 

The State Burley Referendum 
Committee, .epresenting practi¬ 
cally every < gricultura'. organiza¬ 
tion in the state, reaffirmed l*s 
position today in an ail-out sup¬ 


port of the present pr< rjram by 
urging farmr rs to vote "Yes” or 
"in favor of” the referendum on 
April 28. 

Even though the vote affects 
only Lurley tobacco, other to¬ 
bacco groups are pkiging them¬ 
selves 100 oercent support be¬ 
cause they leel that it is a mat¬ 
ter of saving the program, said 
Clarence Ma'.oney of Henderson 
said.

WASHINGTON. April 20—The 
Cannel City area in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky contains an estimated 200 
million tons of coal, Secretary of 
the Interior McKay announced 
today. (Cannel City is in Morgan 
County). 

Of this amount, according to a 
Geological Survey report, 20 per 
cent is in beds more than 28 
inches thick. Other beds 14 to 28 
inches thick may be of future im¬ 
portance, the report said.

and its associated rocks in the 59- 
square mile Cannel City area 
were conducted with the co-op¬ 
eration of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky and the Kentucky Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, Lexington, Ky. 

The report contains a map of 
the Cannel City quadrangle show¬ 
ing the outcrop of seven prin¬ 
cipal coal beds and the structure 
of the area by contours mapped 
on the fire clay coal bed at a 
scale of 1:24.000 (1 inch equals 
2,000 feet). 

The Irvine-Paint creek fault 
and the Caney anticline are also 
shown. Accompanying maps and I 
tables show coal thicknesses, an- I 
alyses, reserves, mined areas and 
correlations of coa! seams.

Burley tobacco will continue 
to have government guaranteed 
price support at 90 percent of 
parity ($46.20) this year only if 
growers throughout the eight- 
state burley belt approve by a 
two-thirds majority the acreage 
control and price support pro¬ 
gram to be voted on next Thurs¬ 
day, April 28. 

If more than one-third of the 
growers in the eight states vote 
against the program next Thurs¬ 
day, there will be no government 
price support for this year’s crop. 
Even if the growers in one state 
favor the program by two-thirds 
and the other states run up a 
total against it that will equal 
more than one third of all grow¬ 
ers, there will be no support 
price in any state. 

Kentucky has the biggest bur¬ 
ley allotment of any state, and 
farm leaders report there is dis¬ 
affection in neighboring states 
that have only a small amount of 
the allotments and that these 
states may vote against the pro¬ 
gram. In order to save price 
supports on burley, Kentucky 
may have to vote nearly 100% 
in favor of the program in order 
to overcome negative votes in 
other states. 

It is for this reason that var¬ 
ious Kentucky organization have 
formed campaigns to secure a 
record vote in Kentucky. Groups 
that are working for a “yes” vote 
include the Kentucky Farm Bu¬ 
reau, the Kentucky Bankers As¬ 
sociation, the Kentucky Press 
Association, Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce, the Kentucky Ag¬ 
riculture Department, the Asso¬ 
ciated Industries of Kentucky, 
the University of Kentucky and 
many other groups. 

All of these groups are agreed 
i that if the program is voted out. 

I a major source of Kentucky cash 
I income will be destroyed and the 
resultant affect on business will 
1 be near disastrous. Business gen¬ 
erally will be set back to a ma- 
I or degree, countless jobs will be 
eliminated, credit at banks and 
stores will be dried up, land 


On Thursday, April 28, Burley 

tobacco e-owors wilt Hecjde in a 

referndum wheather marketing 
quotas and price support will be 
in effect on the 1955 crop. 

New legislation (Public Law 21, 
approved March 31. 1955) amend¬ 
ing the law authorizing market¬ 
ing quotas for tobacco directs the 
Secretary of Agriculture to redet¬ 
ermine the national marketing 
quota, and State and farm allot¬ 
ments for Burley tobacco for the 
1955-56 marketing year (the 1955 
crop). The new marketing quota 
has been calculated on the basis 
of the latest available supply-de¬ 
mand statistics. 

The Secretary is also directed 
to hold a referendum among Bur¬ 
ley growers to determine whether 
they are in favor or opposed to the 
redetermined quota. If more than 
one-third of the growers voting 
in this refertndum oppose quotas, 
no quota will be in effect and 
there will be no price support 
on the 1955 crop of Burley tobacco. 

If two-thirds or more of the 
growers veting in this referendum 
approve marketing quotas they 
will be in effect for the 1955 crop 
and price supports will be avil- 
able at 90 percent of parity. 

The new legislation provides 
also that: 

(1) Any acerage of tobacco 
harvested in excess of the farm 
acerage allotment for 1955, or for 
any subsauent crop, cannot be 
considered in establishing State 
and farm acerage allotments. 

(2) The allotment next estab¬ 
lished for a farm is to be reduced 
if any producer on the farm files, 
or aids, or acquiesces in filing of, 
any false report about the acerage 
of tobacco grown cn the farm. 

(3) The penalty on the market¬ 
ing of excess tobacco is increased 
from 50 to 75 percent of the aver- 

I age market price for the preeed- 
I ing marketing year.

The school is sponsored 
by the Agriculture Extension 
Service of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky in cooperation with the 
Bluegrass State Sheep Associa¬ 
tion.

In the two-day 
school they should get enough of 
the fundamentals that they will 
need only practice to become ex¬ 
pert shearers. Mr. Warner in¬ 
structs the Australian system of 
shearing, widely used by ex¬ 
perts. and designed to be com¬ 
paratively easy on both the sheep 
and the shearer. It requires a 
minimum of strokes to do the 
job. 

Richard C. Miller, University 
of Kentucky Sheep Specialist, 
will be present. While the school 
can accommodate only the men 
and boys actually enrolled, any 
others arc welcome to observe. 
The school starts at 9 a m. EST

enue will fall. Thousands of 
workers will be unemployed, the 
standard of living will drop, chil¬ 
dren will go hungry and court 
collection procedures will in¬ 
crease. 

Every producer and his ten¬ 
ants, or those who had a part in 
the 1954 crop, will be eligible to 
cast ballots. A record turn-out 
is expected in Kentucky, as well 
as the other states in the burley 
belt. 

If two-thirds approve it means 
that (1) .7 of an acre growers 
will get a .1 acre cut this year 
and probably .1 next year; (2) 
growers of .5 an acre or less will 
not be affected on allotments; 

(3) growers of over .7 will be 
cut 25 percent on the 1955 crop. 
Ten percent of this was an • 
nounced last November and there 
will be an additional 15 percent: 

(4) price supports on the 1955 
crop will be $46.20, a figure re¬ 
cently set by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

If the referendum fails to pass 
by two-thirds the entire program 
is abolished and farmers can 
grow all the burley they want, 
taking a chance on the price that 
buyers will pay. The Kentucky 
Warehouse Association said this 
week that this would be disas¬ 
trous and prices would fall to 
between 15 cents and 20 cents a 
pound on next year’s market be¬ 
cause of the tremendous over¬ 
supply. 

Under the 1955 program, acre¬ 
age reductions will apply to all 
farms with allotments of more 
than one-half acre. Previously 
the minimum was seven-tenths 
of an acre. However, on a farm 
where the allotment was be¬ 
tween five-tenths and seven- 
tenths of an acre, the reduction 
may not be more than one-tenth 
of an acre per year. 

The new law also increases the 
penalty on the excess production 
of 75 percent of the average mar¬ 
ket price for such tobacco for 
the preceding marketing year. 

Previously the penalty was 50 
percent. The filing of false re¬ 
ports will result in a reduced al¬ 
lotment the following year, and 
over-planted acreage will not be

A new minium Burley tobacco 
farm acerage allotment has been 
established for 1956 and following 
years when the minium becomes 
the smallest of (1) the allotment 
established for the farm for the 
immediately preceding year, (2) 
five-tenths of an acre or (3) 10 
percent of the cropland. 

A “revised” allotment notice 
will be sent to the operator of 
each farm prior to the referendum. 
The revised allotment is based 
on the redetermined national 
marketing quota reflecting the 
latest available supply demand 
statistics. For most farms, the 
“revised” allotment will be 25 
percent less than the 1954 farm 
allotment. On farms with Burley 
allotment previously determined 
for 1955 at .7 acre or at .6 acre, 
the reduction in the revised allot¬ 
ment will be .1 acre. Farms with 
a previously determined 1955 farm 
allotment of 0.5 acre or less will 
not be further reduced. 

The 1954 crop of Burley tob¬ 
acco turned out to be about 83 
million pounds more than was 
estimated at the time the 1955 
national marketing quota was 
anounced on November 26, 1954. 
Total supply of Burley tobacco 
has reached an all-time high of 
1.863 million pounds. This supply 
represents about 3.5 years’ using 
based on current levels of dis¬ 
appearance compared with a des¬ 
ired level by about seven-tenths 
of a year’s usings or about 370 
million pounds.

IN BURLEY REFERENDUM 

Fanners raise tobacco for the amount of 
money they can get out of it. 

It is possible for fanners to get as much or 
more for this year's crop as they did last year's 
if they grow the kind of tobacco that will sell for 
the highest price. 

If they will work with their county agent and 
the tobacco specialist at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky and produce bright-colored, thinbodied 
ripe tobacco and grade it carefully, they will 
have a good income with less work. 

Expressions from farmers in all parts of the 
county indicate that they are for the support 
program and are going to use their usual good 
judgment and sound thinking when they vote 
next Thursday. 

There are few' jobs elsewhere where a fanner 
can go and take his family and make from $500 
to $1000 or $2000 a year with the help of his 
family and live in his own home and raise his 
food, etc. as he can on the farm. 

Sixty percent or more of the income in Mor¬ 
gan county is from tobacco, about 20 percent 
from livestock and the remainder from other 
sources. If the 60 percent tobacco income is de¬ 
stroyed, many farmers will not be able to pay 
their taxes and buy other things. Their farms 
would not sell for 25 percent of what they will 
bring now. 

Many farmers would have a hard time to se¬ 
cure credit or borrow money were it not for the 
government guaranteed price of tobacco. Mer¬ 
chants and businessmen could not take a chance 
of giving them credit if farmers had no tobacco 
income. 

It is our final and absolute belief that any 
man who votes against the tobacco program 
votes against his own interest and the interest of 
every farmer and business in the county. A 
hope is cherished that not one vote will be reg¬ 


istered against the program tn Morgan county 
but that every eligible voter will go to his com¬ 
munity voting place and vote “yes" or in favor 
of continuing the program and price supports. 


ANOTHER MILESTONE IN MEDICINE 

The news released Tuesday of last week 
that Salk vaccine had passed its tests with flying 
colors proves once again that many of the 
miracles in medicine are not figments of chance 
but are formulas carefully worked out in labora¬ 
tories after grueling hours of research and tests. 

The scientist who labored to give to the 
world a vaccine that would rid humanity of a 
disease that kills and cripples is Dr. Jonas Salk, 
age 40. What most people felt, Jonas Salk cor¬ 
roborated: the polio vaccine that now bears his 
name is not entirely a product of his brain; but, 
as he contends, it is the brainchild of many 
scientists who have been working for years for 
a preventive of poliomyelitis. Many long hours 
of research, trial-and-error testing, hours of 
pain, and hours of death have preceded Salk 
vaccine The greatness of the hour of discovery 
is that young Dr. Salk delved deep into the an¬ 
nals of medical history and scientific minds for 
facts that he could couple with his own theories. 

It would be well to re-examine one's self 
and pledge anew to support any anve mat couid 
end in a victory over disease. For just as surely 
as polio dimes have helped find a way to keep 
bodies undistorted and free from the pain of 
infantile paralysis, money given to scientific re¬ 
search in fields of other dieases will result ulti¬ 
mately in victors- over these too. 

Jonas Salk will be a name to be revered down 
through the years. He will be the recipient of 
numerous awards due to his vaccine discovery, 
and these will be completely justified. But one 
cannot help but feel that his greatest reward is 
knowing that there need be no polio cripples in 
the future. 

To thousands, the discovery of Salk vaccine 
has come too late, and there is the inevtiable 
tug on the heartstrings of parents who cannot 
help but think of the difference the vaccine 
would have made to loved ones had the dis¬ 
covery been made a year, month or day earlier. 
It is this need of emminence in perfecting pre¬ 
ventives and cures for the disease-evils of the 
world that should push one to renewed activity 
to get dollars for research. Perhaps an increase 
of funds for such work might gift the world 
with answers in a matter of months. 

It was fittingly dramatic that the proven suc¬ 
cess of the Salk vaccine against polio was 
announced on the 10th anniversary of the death 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. A sufferer himself of 
the dread disease, FDR helped organize the cam¬ 
paign to eradicate the disease. The National 
Foundation’s March of Dimes was established 
in his honor and it was from the funds of this 
foundation that Dr. Salk and his staff were able 
to carry on their work. $23 million of March of 
Dimes funds were used to carry on the experi¬ 
ments that led to the discovery of the vaccine. 
Everybody who contributed to the March of 
Dimes drive had a part in this noble achieve¬ 
ment

1932. the Legislative Research 
Commission reported in a study 
i r.tit'.cd "Fin'mcmg Konttickv's 
Government",—the first of a series I 
of reports on the State's tax 
structure and potential tax source., 
which was directed by the 1954 
General Asembly. 

Among conclusions of the re¬ 
port are: 

The average property tax bill 
in other states is nearly twice 
as large as in Kentucky. 

Total State and local revenues 
have risen 353 per cent since 
1932, but income payments have 
increased 53 per cent in thc same 
period. 

Six of the seven States adjoin¬ 
ing Kentucky levy State and loc 
taxes that are lower per capita 
than the average for all thc State-, 
but all still levy more than Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Kentucky is providing a lower 
level of State and local services 
than the average for other States 
Most of the burden of taxation 
in Kentucky is due to Federal 
taxes, which take 77 cents r l 
every dollar paid by Kentuckians. 

The report also pointed out that 
the total population of Kentucky 
has risen 12 per cent since 1932, 
while farm populatidn has declin- I 
ed seven per cent. 

In 1932. when individual In¬ 
come was $580,000,000. State and i 
local taxes were $67,000,000 at 
126 per cent. Ten years latzr I 
taxes had decreased to 8 1 pc 
cent of the income, and in 1953. 
with Kentuckians reporting ind¬ 
ividual incomes of $3.460.000.000— 
the burden was only 6.7 per 
cent for State and local purposes

County 
Agent Carl W Sinclair warn that 
rape, a legume, may cause cattle 
and sheep to bloat. For dairy 
cattle it may impart an odor to 
the milk. Rape requires a fertile 
soil and a cool growing season.
